To Send Experts. 

Earlier, President Hoover communi- 
cuted with Senater Watson, of In- | 
diana, the republican leader, express- 
ing a desire to send his experts before | 
congress to back up the administra- 
tion contentions on the extent of the 
necessity for relief legislation. 

Watson called the conference ot 
party leaders when discord develop 
ed in the republican ranks. Some held 
the view that Mr. Hoover should hive 
consulted his party chieftains before 
ixeuing the statement he did, Others 
felt the party should have given a 
more Vigorous defense to the demo 
eratie attack. ’

Senator Walter F. George, of; Geor- 
gia, succeeded in: having an amend- 
ment added to the bill today. under 
which the $493,415 special fund ap- 
proved by. congress last session for 
repairing federal aid highways and 
bridges in the state damaged by flood 
conditions would. be immediately 
available also, minus the requirement 
that the repair funds be matched dol- 
lar for dollar by state expenditures. 

The $493;415 fund has been held 
to the credit. of Georgia in the fed- 
eral treasury ever since it was ap- 
proved, due to the inability of the 
state to match it. Originally’ “it 
amounted - to $506,067, representing 
half of the cost of restoring dam- 
aged-federal aid roads. in. the state, 
but the*sum has been reduced ‘a few 
thousand dollars on account of ad- 
ministrative ’costs. 

Under the amendment by Senator 
George this fund may now “used 
immediately without the state put- 
ting up its part of the expenditure. 

Georgia’s share of the $80,000,000 
emergency fund, put forward by the 
administration as an unemployment 
relief measure, comes to only $2,077,- 
996, but it was pointed out by “ Sena- 


tor George today that it will be pos- fl 


sible for the state. to use this in 
matching unexpected funds held to 
the credit of the state in the treas- 
ury, thus doubling the amount that 
will be immediately available. from 


this source, or $4,155,082. The add- 


ed sum of $493,415 granted under/ 


the George-amendment gives a grand 
total of $4,649,397, which, as stated, 
does not take into account any funds | 


the state rhay’ be planning to. spend |. 


out. of current appropriations.

The survey, completed recently by 
a nationally known firm of engineers, 
revealed that Atlanta is the watershed 
for two rivers, the Chattahoochee and 
the Ocmulgee, about two-thirds of the 
drainage from the area going into the 
Chattahoochee and about a third into 
the Ocmulgee. The survey confirmed 
the old story that if you spillel water 
on the Aragon hotel site, half of it 
would go into the Atlantic and half 
into the Gulf. 


Work upon the sewerage system 
should be prosecuted at once and 
pushed to completion. The vital 
need for it ts daily increasing.

RUSSELL 1S RIGHT. 

Governor-elect Russell is right in 
taking the position that until he is 
inaugurated as governor, it would 
be officious for him to seek to

of the legislature, he may be

The big question in Georgia now |. 


is what to do to meet the state’s 
current indebtedness. For the pres- 
ent that is Governor Hardman’s 
problem—after June, 1931, it will 
be Governor Russell’s. 

Meanwhile having made a cam- 
paign issue on the proposition that 
there should be no diversion of the 
state highway fund to meet the 
state’s deficit, Governor-elect Rus- 
sell may be depended upon to op- 
pose any effort to solve the state’s 
problem by this method. 

If there ever was a referendum 
in Georgia it was on this direct is- 
sue In the state election. Something 
must be done, but it will be done 
without interference with the state 
highway fund, though several other 
states have gone into their high- 
way funds for the purpose of meet- 
ing state costs. 

Out in California the property 
owners who are heavily burdened 
with state and county taxes are 
demanding that the gasoline taxes 
be so allocated as to materially re- 
duce the property taxes. It is esti- 
mated that the motor and gas taxes 
in that state will amount to. $600,- 
000,000 in this new decade—an 
average of $60,000,000 a year—a 
sum that is neither needed nor can 
wisely and economically be expended 
upon the necessary highway sys- 
tem of the state. 

The state board of equalization is 
insisting that a reasonable propor- 
tion of the gas taxes be applied to 
reducing the state taxes on prop- 
erty. The public works department 
resists the demand, arguing that 
the motor owners and users “are 
already doing their share to lower 
property taxes by taking from the 
property owners the entire burden 
of building state highways and im- 
proving country roads.” 

In other states like controversies 
are arising between the highway 
boards and motorists and the people 
who hold that gas taxes are no dif- 
ferent from other taxes, and that 
the revenues from them belong in 
the general fund to be appropriated 
to highways as good policy, neces- 
sity and economy may dictate. 

But the situation is different in 
Georgia—for the people have made 
direct .expression on the subject. 
They have sald that they are will- 
ing that so much of the gasoline 
taxes as are now diverted from the 
highway fund may continue to be 
so diverted—but no more.

In the preparation of artificial food 
for the baby the usual method is to 


modify cow's milk so that it will more | 


nearly resemble human milk. This 
modification consists chiefly of dilu- 
tion with water or perhaps with a 
cereal gruel, and then the addition 
of sugar and cream. 

Formerly the natural sugar obtained 
from cows’ milk, called lactose or milk 
sugar, was preferred, but this is more 
expensive than cane sugar, and now- 
adays vane sugar is found quite as 
desirable for modification of milk for 
infants as is any other kind of sugar. 
Besides cane sugar, glucose (common- 
ly known ag corn syrup or corn sugar)

The Land Is Good Enough. 
Except in some special instances, 
in isolated cases, the lands of Georgia 
are as good for agricultural produc- 


tion as they were. 10 and 20 years 
ago. They are just as good as they 
were when cotton was selling for 30 
cents a pound as they are now when 
it is selling a shade above 10 cents 
a pound. 3 

The price of a single year’s cotton 
crop should not affect the value of the 
land on which it is grown for 
enough years to bankrupt the owner 
and make his land unwanted by any- 
y. 

The true value of farm land is sel- 
dom permanently affected by the sell- 
ing price of a single crop. It does 
not work that way with the wheat 
lands and the corn lands of the mid- 
dle west and the far west. Nor does 
it work that way with cotton lands 
in the south. In Georgia they have 
been returned at less values in good 
paying crop years than in bad paying 


years.

Why Do Folks Not Want Them? 

The reason folks are not eager to 
farm in Georgia—the big reason—is 
that our own people have given their 
lands a bad reputation. 

Reputation is worth as much to 
land as it is to a lady or a man. 

When everybody is saying that 
“farming don’t pay in Georgia” it is 
a pretty sure thing that people look- 
ing for farm opportunities will take 
them at their word and keep’ away 
from such lands. 

And scarcely any farmer in Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio or IHinois, wanting to 
come to the south, as many, many 
thousands of them do, would decide 
to come to a state whose total “im- 


| proved lands” are valued on the state's 
official records at $9.99 per acre. 
Why? Because he is used to valu- 
ing lands, as he does state bonds, on 
the basis of their income yields. 
Hence he avoids Georgia lands. 


A Cure for the Evil Status. 

What we need here in Georgia is 
a law that will require _evéry land- 
owner to return on oath, and under a 
heavy penalty for perjury, his lands 
at a “fair market price,” reviewable 
by an equalization board responsible 
to the state. Then the land valuations 
of the state will go up to near a true 
level and compare with those of any 
other state in the Union. Georgia will 
then figure as a “wealthy state” in- 
stead of as a run-down pauper state. 

As it is thousands of property own- 
ers, particularly, farm land owners, 
are making manifestly lying returns 
of the value of their holdings, and are 
not afraid to swear to their lies. 

That is too well known to be dis- 
puted. 

Many a man who returns his farm 
at a valuation of $5 per acre would 
not accept $50 an acre for it, cash in 
hand. If you want me to do it, I 
can find you Just such _cases. 


The Associate Step Needed. 
The next need, after honest full 
value returns of property, is to take 
all state taxes off of real properties, 
both rural and city. : 
It is simply ridiculous for Georgia 
to base her tax system on ad valorem 
property taxation. It is that which 
has served strongly to keep down the 
volume of property values on the state 
tax digest and reduce the revenues 
from ad valorem levies. 
The state can find many, easier and 
more productive sources of revenue 
than real estate taxes. The right to 
tax real property should rest entirely 
in the counties and incorporated cities 
and towns. 
By that system the land owners in 
each county would be left to decide 
how much their taxes should be, and 
likewise with the cities and towns. If 
realty taxes are wholly local they will 
seldom furnish valid reasons for ma- 
jority complaint. .

How to Make the Shift. 


Property assessments in Georgia 
are around $1,250,000,000. The un- 
assessed property, personal and money 
intangibles, is figured by the federal 
statisticians, calculating with absolute 
impartiality, at $2,750,000,000 with 
the chance of its being actually a bil- 
lion more. 

Take the 5 mills on the dollar tax 
off the billion and a quarter and put 
half that rate, 2 1-2 mills, on the per- 
sonal and intangibles, and the differ- 
ence will be that between $6,250,000 
revenues and $6,875,000, or $625,000 
more than by the. present ad valorem 
system. 

In fact a scientifically framed, full 
and impartial tax system, based on in- 
come and sales taxes only, would eas- 
ily produce 90 per cent of all the 
revenue the state, well managed, would 
ever need,

COURT TO DERE 


~USEOF VOTE FUND 


Women Voters Clash With 
Executive Committee on 
Disposition of Money. 


Whether the $3,646 paid as poll tax 
by Atlanta women for the right to 
vote in the city primary of 1919 shall 
be turned over to a charitable organi- 
zation designated by a woman’s com- 
mittee appointed for that reason or 
shall be applied to other uses will 
come up for decision today in Judge 
Virlyn B. Moore’s division of Fulton 
superior court. 

The fuhd, which represents poll 
taxes paid by the 3,646 women who 
were permitted for the first time to 
east their ballots in a city primary, 
for several years has been tied up be- 
cause of sharp opposition that devel- 
oped among various factions desirous 
of applying the money to preferred 
institutions. 

Organizations to which the woman's 
committee in charge of the money has 
evinced favor for its disposition are 
the Community Chest directly, or to 
any charity supported by the Chest; 
and the Seottish Rite Home for Crip- 
pled Children. 

One of the principal protests 
against such a disposal comes from a 
faction which desires that the fund 
be turned over to Grady hospital. 

Statement Issued. 

In a statement issued Thursday by 
Mrs. Harry L. Greene, president of 
the Atlanta League of Women Voters, 
the contention is made that the demo- 
cratie executive committee, in  per- 
mitting women to vote in the 1919 
city primary, also agreed that the 
woman's committee should decide 
among themselves what use should — 
made of the sum, the only proviso 
being that it should be applied to 
some public project. : 

The committee Thursday likewise 
addressed a communication to J. P 
Wall, chairman of the city demo- 
cratic executive committee, reiterat- 
ing its position with regard to its 
preference of charitable organizations 
eligible for the fund and requested 
that Mr. Wall “present our offer in a 
favorable light” to the whole commit- 
tee and “secure the proper action” be- 
fore the case is called for trial. 

Mrs. Greene's statement follows: 

“In 1919, through the efforts of 
women headed by Mrs. Emily Me- 
Dougall, the democratic executive 
committee of the city gave the wom- 
en the right to vote in a city pri- 
mary. ‘The committee decided that if 
the women voted they should pay the 
equivalent of the poll tax the men 
paid, which was $1.00. 

Agreement Reached. 

“The public immediately began to 
question as to what would be done 
with the money so collected. After 
much discussion, the committee agreed 
to allow the women to spend the 
money for some public interest desig- 
hated by the women on condition that 
the women would work in harmony 
to get out the vote of the women. 
There were at that time three suf- 
frage organizations in Atlanta, and 
the politicians did not think they 
would work in harmony. 

“lt was at my summer home in 
Highlands, N. C., when I received a 
telegram asking me to return to At- 
lanta and head a central committee 
of women citizens in order to get out 


|} the yote and have the money to spend 


for some public purpose. I returned 
on this condition. 

“During the weeks of intense cam- 
paigning in the hot summer months, 
it was continually reiterated by mem- 
hers of the committee, notably by Mr. 
Holloman, who headed the committee 
which drew the agreement, that the 
women were to spend the money . 


Signs of Weakening. 


“When almost $4,000 was accumu- 
lated in the fund, the politicians began 
to show signs of weakening on their 
agreement. To make a long story 
short, the men, headed by Mr. Ernest 
Buchanan, singe debarred from prac- 
ticing law at the Atlanta bar, prac- 
tically said to the officers of the cen- 
tral committee of women, ‘We have 
given you the vote, we expect you to 
see that the money goes as we specify, 
which is to Grady hospital.’ It came 
out in a meeting at the Y. W. C. A. 
in the Arcade building one night that 
Mr. Buchanan had other interests to 
serve, when he said to two members 
of the central committee these very 
words, ‘It will ruin me in a business 
and professional way if this money 
does not go to Grady.’ 

“From that moment there was no 
weakening on the part of the women 
who felt that this fund was a public 
trust and that their responsibility was 
to see that it went to some public 
purpose without being diminished in 
any manner. Our only interest is in 
seeing that this money does go undi- 
minished to some charity in Atlanta. 

“We hope that the present move- 
ment to have the question settled is 
as disinterested as it should be. As 
different men are now interested in it, 
we have great expectations that the 
question will be settled without fur- 
ther discussion as we have suggested.” 

The text of the letter to the chair- 
man of the executive committee, sign- 
ed by members of the woman's com- 
mittee, follows: 


Letter to Chairman. 


Dear Mr. Wall: 

A week or so ago you telephoned me in 
regard to the fund of $3,646 paid by the 
women for registering in 1919, which has 
been tied up in court since that time. You 
suggested that if the women 
for the money to go to the Community 
Chest we might terminate the suit. 

Pursuant to your request a committee of 
women attended a meeting of the demo- 
cratic executive committee, and expresse 
the belief that the women interested in the 
suit would agree to give the money to 
the Community Chest. Members of your 
committee disagreed,-~and we were asked 
te leave in order that your committee might 
zo into executive session. 

We now have a definite offer to make. 

We will agree for the court costs, which 
we understand will be in the néighhborhood 
of $46, to be deducted from the fund. 

We are absolutely unwilling to allow 
one penny of the fund to go to lawyers’ 
—_ as was suggested by your commit- 
ee. 

We are willing. however. for the city 
democratic executive committee to designate 
a charity from among those composing the 
following list. which shall receive the fund 
of $3.600 provided that the fund be paid 
directly by the court to the charity so se-

HAVANA, Dec. 11.—(/)—Amid 
new. disorders by students and with 
rumors buzzing through the city that 
he soen would resign, President Ma- 
chado today suspended constitutipnal

This is tantamount to martial law 
and is similar to the suspension de- 
creed in Havana and environs which 
ended last month. Both were author- 
ized by congress after much debate, 
but whereas the first decree was con- 
i .el to the capital and for only 20 
days, the suspension invoked today 
will run for 60 days over the entire 
island. 

Student activities not only contin- 
ued but increased, meanwhile, and 
the sound of firing was heard in the 
streets as police attempted to break 
up demonstrations. Numbers of busi- 
ness and professional men, graduates 
of the national university, pledged 
their support to the rioting under- 
graduates. 


CUBAN SITUATIONS HOLD 
INTEREST AT WASHINGTO>? 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. —(#)— 
Attention of state department and 
diplomatic officials in the capital cen- 
tered again tonight on the Cuban 
situation, with the resignation of Pres- 
ident Machado considered a possibility. 

Word that “great pressure’ was 
being brought to bear on the president 
to resign was received in Washington 
by a reliable source tonight. The 
message came on the heels of many 
rumors throughout the day hinting of 
such action. 

Support by opponents. of the gov- 
ernment of student demonstrations 
against Machado also was reported in 
the messagetelling of the move to 
have the president resign. 
_ State department officials remained 
silent, but the impression was that they 
considered a settlement of the long- 
standing political turbulence through a 
strictly political meve would be much 
better than an outbreak of open hos- 
tilities against the government. 

The department's silence was gen- 
erally interpreted As a change in atti- 
tude toward conditions in Cuba. For 
many weeks there have been a suc- 
cession of reports and rumors. All 
of them unsubstantiated by develop- 
ments, that a revolution against the 
Machado regime’ was imminent. 
Throughout this period, the depart- 
ment maintained an openly asserted 
attitude that conditions in. the repub- 
lic were little other than normal. A 
close touch with the situation wax 
maintaiyed, ‘however, by e¢able and 
telephone. between the state depart- 
ment and the American embassy at 
Havana, : 

On numerous occasions the embassy 
reported formally to the department 
on incidents whieh press dispatches 
generally indicated were of a some- 
what disturbing character. Each of 
these incidents was minimized by the 
department at the time and emphasis 
was placed on reports from the em- 
hassy when individual eases could be 
described’ as “returned to normal.” 

_ Tonight, however, for the first 
time in a leng period the state de- 
partment declined to comment on the 
situation. Even declining to reiterate 
its often repeated declaration that 
conditions were virtually normal. It 
was admitted that the department had 
received reports from the Havana em-

tered around the leasing of the North 
Carolina railroad in which the state 
held a majority of, stock. The ques- 
tion of leasing the road divided the 
party. Overman clung tenaciously to 
the policy of leasing, despite severe 
of many newspapers. He 
finally won his battle and was elected 
president of the road. 

Overman was a descendant of Ma- 
jor James Smith, who fought. with the 
American forees in the Revolhition, In 
1878 he married Mary P. Merrimon, 
daughter of United States Senator A. 
S. Merrimon. He was for mapy years 
a member of the boards of Trinity 
and of the | University of 
North Carolina, both of which insti- 
tutions honored him with the LL. D.

Against Immediate 
Granting of Dominion 
Status to Country Under 
British Rule. 


ATHENS, Ga., Dee. 11.—Two 
youthful Americans Thursday night 
lebated to win converts among a 
Georgia audiénce for the cause of-In- 
dian independence, against two citi- 
zens of the British empire at the first 
international debate in the history of | 
the University of Georgia. 

Chancellor C.: M. Snelling presided | 
at the debate which was preceded by 
ab organ prelude by Hugh L. Hodgson, | 
Athens and Atlanta musician, 

N.C, Oatridge and Albert E. Holds- | 
worth, Cambridge students, were the 
Englishmen debating against immedi- 
ate grantin; 
dia, while Emanuel Javetz, of Savane | 
nah, and Frank W. Connor, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., representing the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, upheld the af- 
firmative. — 

The question was, “Resolved, that 
England should immediately grant do- 
inion status to India.” 

The speakers spent considerable 
time in trying to define the question, 
and debate ended in disagreement as 
to exact meaning of “dominion 
status.” 

The Georgians wanted an immedi- 
ate “half way” independence for In- 
lia while the British wished to wait 
until India is*capable and give com- 
plete independence. 

Pointing to India as a leader of 
wealth and culture before England's 
rule, Connor charged England with 
India’s present backward condition, 
and said: As long as India be- 
longs to England, India will never be 
in any better condition than it is to- 
day.’ 

“Indias chief needs are a border 
army and police, and a sense of re- 
sponsibility,’ declared Oatridge. “Re- 
ligious and caste differences have dis- 
united the country. England hopes for 
India’s nitimate but not immediate 
freédom.” 

“Religion should not hinder India’s 
self. rule,” said Javetz, citing religion 
in polities in civilized countries. 
“Caste differences did not hinder In- 
dia’s gdvernment before the English 
came,” 

“England can give give India a 
more effective rule,” he continued, 
“but have we a right to capture Mex- 
ico because we could rule it better 
than the natives? England is ruling 
India for private gain. They have 
been there 150 years with no success. 
Let them withdraw.” 

Holdsworth said he does not believe 
the average Indian © wanted wholly 
home rule. Answering charges of 
English graft in government, he said: 
“Natives on civil service wanted the 
same salary as English. Ninety-nine 
per cent of government servants are 
Indians. It is not a foreign autoc- 
racy, but an fhndependent country 
with foreigners in higher offices, Eng- 
lish have India at heart, India must 
first have a provincial constitution be- 
fore it can have dominion status 
When India has been taught self-goyv- 
ernment and is given dominion status, 
England will be proud.” 

Javetz asked a provincial constitu- 
tion and immediate independence for 
India.

B&O. BUYS 
RAIL AT AUCTION 


WILMINGTON, IIL, Dec. 11.—(&) 
An auctioneer’s hammer knocked down 
the Chicago & Alton railroad today for 
a bid of $23,000,000, and the 1.028- 
mile line passed into the hands of the 
Baltimore & Ohio system. The Wil- 
mington depot of the Chicago & Alton 
railroad was the scene for the sale. 
This village, 15 miles south of Joliet. 
was selected because it held the near- 
est station to Chicago actually owned 
by the railroad. It operated between 
here and Joliet over the tracks of the 
Chicago & Joliet railroad. 

The Chicago & Alton, with a book 
value of $125.000,000, had served II- 
linois.and Missouri: since 1861. was 
ordered sold to the highest bidder by 
the federal court in Chieago. It had 
been operated in receivership for eight 
years by William G. Bierd, president 
eof the company, who claimed its pres- 
ent worth to be $100,000,000. 

The Baltimore & Ohio railroad. 
which bought the Chicago & Alton’s 
bonds from Kuhn, Loeb & Co., New 
York financial house, was the only 
bidder. The interstate commerce com- 
mission’s consolidation plan recently 
allocated the Alton to the B. & O. 

The stockholders’ protective commit- 
tee fabled in a last-minute attempt te 
forestall what they called their $64.,- 
000.000 equity in the property. By 
reference to a report J the interstate 
commerce commission in 1907 they at- 
teinpted to show that the late Edward 

Harriman, of New York, had in- 
creased its indebtedness without com- 
mensu.at: improvements. e com- 
mittee claimed Kuhn, Loeb & (Co. 


were agents for Harriman in obtain- 
ing control of the road. 

The Chicago & Alton was formed in 
1861 by merger of the Alton & St. 
Touis; Chicago, Alton & St. Louis; 
Jacksonville & Chieago, and the Chi- 
cago & Joliet lines.
